This section primarily deals with data furnished to the \ 
Commission by the United Statos Secret Service, a copy of which was 
furnished to the Bureau. It concerns the usual protective procedures 
for the visit of the President, and what was done for this trip to 
Dallas. At one point, the Commission stated "no arrangements were 
made for an inspection of buildings along the motorcade route, •'■■y 
either by police or by custodians of the buildings, since it was 
not the usual practice of the Socret Service to make such a check." 

At this point, the report in a footnote states this policy is 
discussed elsewhere in the report. These pages were not available 
for our review. The Commission also stated "Before leaving the 
hotel on that fateful day, the President, Mrs. Kennedy and aide ; • 
Kenneth P. O'Donnell talked about the risks in the President's 
public appearance. In an almost clairvoyant manner, President 
Kennody commcntod that nothing could prevent an assassin from killing 
a President from a tall building with a rifle equiped with a tele- 
scopic lense, but ho concludod that was an unavoidable risk in view 
of xhe exposure required of the Hoad of State and loader of a •
